subject were to be discussed at the 12 August 1953 meeting. No meeting was 
held that day, The paper sets out CIA objections to food depots. This, 
of course, would be one small aspect of any long range food program, but 
in view of the strong position Mr, Bross takes and also in view of the fact 
that conceivably the question of food depots along the zonal boundary may 
come up for discussion, I attach this document for your information, You 
will note CPP has indicated approval of Mr, Bross' position,
